For the first few months after the opening of the School in Ninth 
Month, the health of the family was as good as usual; but the prevalence 
of measles during Second and Third Months interfered with the regular 
attendance of the scholars, and with their. progress. in study, while it 
drew heavily upon the sympathy. and added greatly to the labors of the 
Principals Since-that-time,the standard of health} has been, uniformly good. 

.. here have been four deaths. at the Institution, during. the Spring ‘Term, 
two of them. being pupils, Viz. :--Winslow J. Eyans, ‘gon of ‘Thomas is 
Eyans, of Rochester, N.H., who died of measles’ ion Month 224, in his- 


19th year; and Sarah Yeahedl Parker, daughter of Joseph R. Parker, of 
Belvidere, N.C., who died of inflammation of the bowels, Third Month.31st,. 
aged 17 years. Harriet Chase, of Prudence Island, R.1., who came to nurse 
her son, Halsey Chase, during the illness of the latter with measles, in her 
untiring devotion and tender solicitude for his welfare, was seized with, . 
pneumonia, and died after a short illness. The fourth case was that of | 
S. Elma Gifford, wife of one of the teachers—Seth K.,Gifford-—who died _ 
i ag ently of disease of the stomach, (about an hour subsequent to the de- 
cease of Isabella Parker.) aged 26 years.

Since our last report, the mittee rae authorized the erection of a 
three-story brick ‘structure, in the angle; at the junction of the old build- 
ing with Alumni Hall, to be appropriated to the greater accommodation 
and comfort of the occupants of the east wing, in which we have on the 
lower floor a very desirable room for the use of the library, and connect- 
ed therewith; and on the second and third floors, bath-rooms and water- 
closets; and also,.by some changes in the old part, seven very desirable 
lodging rooms have been arranged, and a room available for storage pur- 
poses. By this improvement we shall be enabled to remove the unsightly 
and objectionable old buildings in the rear of the east wing, and also to 
abate a great nuisance of long standing, and, as we regard it, be greatly 
improve the sanitaty condition of the premises. * 

Increased. facilities for the better protection of the school bi dings 
from fire, by the erection of hydrants to be connected, with the City Water 
Works, have been provided, in compliance: with the. suggestions of the

‘To THE YEARLY MEETING: 


The School Committee have again the satisfaction of reporting that 
the School under their care has made good progress in its work, and is, 
as we believe, fully up in its results to the standard of any previous year. 

In the early part of the year, there was in the house one case of scarlet 


_ fever, from which the patient recovered; and one of diphtheria, that of 


Walter Raley, of Beverly, N. J., which terminated fatally. He died 
Eleventh Month 3d, 1881, from this disease, which was contracted before 
he came to the School. He was a youth of good promise, of upright con- 
duct, and exemplary in the discharge of his duties and obligations as a’ 
member of the School. His mother was with him during his sickness. 
Since which, the health of the inmates has been, with very few slight 
exceptions, remarkably good. 

The number of scholars in attendance has been greater than during the 
previous year, viz.: for the Autumn Term, 96 boys and 81 girls; and for 
the Spring Term, 106 boys and 77 girls. 

Since our appointment, we have to report the death of one of our mem- 
bers, Timothy K. Earle, who deceased Tenth Month ist, 1881.. Although 
not many years a member of the Committee, and during most of the time 
in feeble health, whenever with us he took an active interest in matters 
pertaining to the School, and manifested that interest by efforts to 
promote its usefulness and efficiency. His memory is precious to us. 


At a meeting of the Committee, held Ninth Month 13th, 1881, ‘‘ from 
information received from the Principal in his communication to us at 
that time, he was called in, when he informed us that Ella J. Wheeler, a 
friend of the Institution, had offered to donate to the Yearly Meeting ‘the 
sum of $30,000 in trust, the income to be applied to the payment of board 
and tuition of pupils in the School, under certain conditions as described 
or set forth by him. The subject received the thoughtful attention of the 
Committee, and resulted in the appointment of a Sub-Committee to take 
the subject into their careful consideration, ascertain whether or not the 
acceptance of the trust will conflict with the tenure of the property and 
funds now held by the Yearly Meeting for the benefit of the School, and 
report their judgment thereon at an adjournment of the Meeting, to be 
held on the 27th inst.”

“‘At the adjourned Meeting held Ninth Month 27th, the Sub-Committee 
appointed at our last Meeting, relative to the proposition made to our 
Principal by Ella J. Wheeler, of Boston, to convey by deed of trust to our 
Yearly Meeting the sum of $30,000, the income to be used for the educa- 
tion of children at this Institution as set forth therein, have given atten- 
tion to the subject, and report — 

‘*That upon careful examination of the early records of the Yearly 
Meeting, the proceedings of the School Committee in the organization of _ 
the School, and also the several deeds of trust and endowment in its be- 
half, we find nothing in conflict with the purpose of the trust now under 
consideration, or which could be endangered by its acceptance, subject to 


the approval of our next Yearly Meeting,

The Committee, after mature deliberation, accepted the trust, subject to 
the approval of the Yearly Meeting, and authorized the Treasurer of the 
Yearly Meeting to receive the money, receipt for the same, and with the 
assistance of Thomas Harkness, Treasurer of* the School Fund, to invest 
it, subject as before to the approval of the Yearly Meeting. 

The Clerk is directed ‘‘to present to the Representative Meeting, at its 
next session, the articles of agreement as proposed between the donor and 
the Yearly Meeting; also, a copy of our Minute accepting the trust, and 
ask of that Meeting the privilege of using such income as may accrue upon 
the fund prior to our next Yearly Meeting, for the purposes set forth in 
said articles of agreement, ””— which was done, and the privilege asked 
for was granted by that Meeting. 

At our Meeting, Eleventh Month 1st, 1881, the attention of the Com- 
mittee having been called to the propriety of investing some portion of 
our funds in building houses for rent on some portions of our unoccupied 
land, the subject was referred to a Committee to report their judgment 
thereon to a future Meeting. ; 

At the Meeting, Fourth Month 4th, the Committee made the following 
report, viz, :—

The Sub-Committee to whom was referred the proposal to build 
some houses for rent, upon the school lands, for the purpose of increasing 
the income of the School, have carefully considered the subject, and are 
united in the opinion that the time has nearly come when that experiment 
should be tried. 

But, as there exist in the minds of a few of the Committee at large, 
some doubts as to the authority of the School Committee to change any of 
the invested funds belonging to the School, without the express direction

of the Yearly Meeting, we do not feel that any practical result can be 
reached till that question is settled. 

We would therefore suggest that this matter of changing investments 
by the School Committee should be submitted to the Yearly Meeting in 
our next Annual Report, for final decision, so that the Committee may 
hereafter know precisely what their authority and duties in that respect 
are. 

We are of opinion that the School Committee should be charged, if they 
are not so already, with the full powers of Trustees, in regard to every 
invested fund belonging to the School; for a crisis may occur in almost 
any investment when instant action may be needed to prevent loss. 

No trust of this kind can be safely and wisely administered unless those 
in immediate charge have full power to act promptly and finally.

To THE YEARLY MEETING! 


The Committee having in charge the Boarding School, established 
and fostered by the Yearly Meeting, in presenting the Sixty-fourth An- 
nual Report of its operations, have the renewed satisfaction of informing 
‘the Meeting that it is very quietly, but nevertheless efficiently, continuing 
its good work in training and educating the young for positions of useful- 
ness in the world, and, as we believe, in the Church of Christ. It has 
been for the past year, as for the previous three years, under the immedi- 
ate charge of Augustine Jones, A. M., as Principal, aided by an efficient 
corps of faithful Assistants, laboring together harmoniously for the best 
and greatest good of those under their care. 

The average number of pupils the past year has been 99 boys and 88 
girls. 

Within the year, the School has been made the recipient of a splendidly 
illustrated work on Fishes, presented by Daniel G. Littlefield, of Paw- 
tucket; and of a donation by our friend Hannah J. Bailey, a member of 
the Committee, of $1,151.60, for the purpose of beautifying the walls of 
the halls and school-rooms with busts and engravings; these have greatly 
improved the appearance of the rooms by the introduction of agreeable 
and pleasant pictures for the gratification of the eye, and the cultivation 
and elevation of the mind. 

We have been gratified by the reception of a donation of $500 from 
our friend James H. Chace, another member of the Committee, to be ex- 
pended for the purchase of desirable pictures or works of art for the 
School. . 

A donation has also been received from Rowland G. Hazard of $100, with 
directions that it may be used in the purchase of books for the Library.

A much needed improvement is now being made in the Laundry by the 
introduction of a new boiler and apparatus, with the most improved 
machinery, at a cost of about $1,500. A donation by a private individual 
of $1,100 in aid of this valuable addition has been received.

A donation to the School from our friend Thomas Harkness of an an- 
cient copy of a Concordance to the Holy Scriptures (printed in 1638) is 
accepted as a valuable addition to the Library; and the Clerk was directed 
to convey to him our warm appreciation of the gift and of the kind re- 
membrance of the donor. 

Since our last report the exterior walls and wood work of the older 
portion of the house have been thoroughly painted, its condition as well 
as its appearance being very much improved thereby. 

During the greater part of the past year, while much sickness has pre- 
vailed in our neighborhood, from which in the Autumn the School was 
not exempt, through the Winter and Spring, the health of the household 
has been unusually good. 

We regret, however, to have to report a very sad accident, which oc- 
curred a few days after the opening of the School in the Ninth Month :— 
One of the pupils, Robert H. Chase, nearly 16 years of age, a son of 
John F, Chase, of Deering, N.H., while bathing, in attempting to swim 
across a sheet of shallow water, suddenly sank, and, although his school- 
mates made very strenuous efforts to save him, they were unsuccessful, 
and he was drowned. 

The Principal in reporting the case to the Committee says, ‘‘ He was 
possessed of unusual mental powers, and had already attracted the special 
notice of the teachers. But, to crown all, he was an earnest Christian 
boy. How we needed him here, what a field of service was before him! 
but young and full of promise as he was, we believe he was prepared for 
the change of worlds which came so suddenly to him.” 

We have also to report the death of one of our own number, Abby S. 
Battey, who died Eleventh Month 21st, 1882. She had been many years 
a member of the Committee, was very constant in attendance upon our 
meetings, taking a deep interest in all matters appertaining to the School, 
and endeavoring in every way to promote its greatest usefulness. Her 
memory will long be held in grateful remembrance. 

Agreeably to the direction of the Yearly Meeting last year, your Treas- 
urer has ratified and confirmed the deed of trust (of the Elizabeth Fry 
Fund) interchangeably with the donor, signed the same on behalf of the 
Yearly Meeting, and affixed the corporate seal of the Yearly Meeting 
thereto. The fund has been satisfactorily invested, and will yield an an- 
nual income of 5% upon the principal. This at the present price of tuition 
will pay for five scholars for a year.

BOARDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


SIXTH MONTH, 1884. 


To THE YEARLY MEETING: 


In again presenting their Annual Report, the sixty-fifth, the Com- 
mittee in charge of the Boarding School at Providence is pleased that it 
can re-affirm the statement of several preceding years, that the School is 
steadily moving on, in its appropriate sphere of educating and elevating 
to a higher standard of intellectual culture than perhaps ever before, those 
young persons whose privilege it is to be the recipients of the advantages — 
to be derived from their connection therewith. 

The School continues under the immediate care of Augustine Jones, A.M. | 
as Principal, with an able corps of Assistants on either side of the house, 
between whom there appears to be perfect harmony of action, and a 
united effort in the direction of the best interests of the School. e 

The religious meetings which continue to be held in the house, have 
during the year been attended by the pupils with more than usual interest, 
a fact which is cause for gratitude and thanksgiving to our Father in 
Heaven. 

i The average number of pupils for the year has been ninety-four boys 
and eighty-two girls. 

The health of the family has been excellent, almost without exception, 
through the year—probably no greater exemption from sickness has been 
experienced for many years. 

The gift from our friend James H. Chace, reported last year, has been 
appropriated, with his knowledge and approval, in procuring a beautiful 
white marble bust of John Bright, a distinguished statesman and member 
of our Society on the other side of the Atlantic, and a fast and valued 
friend of our common country, one who, by the noble position he took in 
the Parliament of his own country, during our comparatively recent fra- 
tricidal struggle, has endeared himself to our people by bonds that will 
long be cherished by us asa nation, _ 

A corner of Alumni Hall, at the west end of the platform, has been ap- 
propriately fitted up for its reception, and the bust placed on a beautiful 
and highly polished pedestal of Rhode Island granite, forming a very at- 
tractive and ornamental addition to the Hall. 

The unveiling of the bust, on the 28th of Third Month last, was made 
the occasion of a public meeting in the Hall, at which several prominent 
citizens of Rhode Island, including the Governor and Lieutenant Governor 
of the State, an ex-Judge of the Supreme Court, the President and one of 
the Professors of Brown University, many friends of the School, and the 
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members of the household were present, and was a season of intellectual 
enjoyment and gratification to all who participated in the exercises inci- 
dent to it. 

Our friend who so kindly furnished the means for the purchase of this 
beautiful work of art, has made a still further demand upon our gratitude, 
by assuming the expense incurred im its erection upon the well-chosen 
site, where we hope it may long remain, not only as a memento of his lib- 
erality, but also as an incitement to those who look upon it to emulate 
the virtues of him whose features it so truthfully represents, 

_A contribution during last autumn of six hundred and fifty dollars, from 
a source unknown to the Committee, for the purpose of introducing 
electric light into the Girls’ School-room, and to some small extent to 
other parts of the house, has greatly improved that room in regard to 
temperature and the purity of the air, as by this method of lighting the 
oxygen of the atmosphere is not consumed, nor is the heat at all mcreased 
thereby; while the light is perfectly steady and entirely satisfactory.* 

The improvement in both these directions is highly appreciated by those 
who pass much of their time in the room. May the benevolent donor of 
this money feel in his own breast the consciousness of haying performed 
a praise-worthy act, and may he further receive, in return, the rich re- 
ward of finding, after many days, the bread which he has so generously 
cast upon the waters. 

At the opening of the school in Ninth Month last a department was in- 
augurated for instruction in the practical use of tools in the working of 
wood (including ornamental carving) and of metals, which we think has 
been highly appreciated, not only by the students, but by the parents 
also, and promises to be a permanent and useful addition to the applian- 
ces of the school. 

This department has received a gratuity of one hundred dollars, from 
a member of the Committee, for supplying tools and other needed appa- 
ratus for its use. 

We also learn that by the liberality of another valued member of the 
Committee, a full-length portrait of John G. Whittier is in course of 
preparation, and will soon occupy a conspicuous place in Alummi Hall. 

The improvement in the laundry, the means for defraying the expense 
of which was largely furnished by a friend of the Institution, as reported 
last year, has been completed and enables those who labor there to per- 
form with comparative ease a great amount of work, which if done at al] 
previously, could only have been imperfectly done with a large expendi- 
ture of human strength and consequent exhaustion. 

The boilers and other apparatus for heating the house, having, after 
many years of service, become somewhat dilapidated, indicating unmis- 
takably in many ways that 4 renewal of the entire system will, erelong, 
be required; a movement in the direction of such renewal has been begun, 
and the subject brought to the notice of friends of the school, one of 
whom has already contributed the very liberal sum of $5,000 towards that 
object, and it is confidently expected that others will soon follow in the 
same direction. 

It is estimated that the sum of $15,000 will be required for the proposed 
renewal. 


* It is estimated that the quantity of oxygen consumed by gas burners in the room is equal 
to the amount required for the supply for breathing of one hundred persons, 
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These contributions, which not only supply our needs, but also enable 
us to improve and make more attractive the halls and school-rooms of the 
Institution, are very gratefully accepted and highly appreciated by us, 
and we hope will be equally valued by the Yearly Meeting. 

During the present season, communications have been received from 
several citizens of Providence, asking us to erect some houses on portions 
of our unoccupied lands, for lease to the parties applying for them. After 
giving the matter due consideration, we decided to make the experiment, 
and have commenced the erection of three houses, for which desirable 
tenants at satisfactory rates have been secured; the houses will be ready 
for occupancy in the early Autumn. 

This arrangement will give us an income from some of the land before 
unproductive, as well as an equally good if not better income from the 
funds so invested. 

Since our last report, we have effected the sale of one small lot on 
Lloyd Avenue. 

In the decease of one of our most valued members, our late dear friend, 
Henry T. Wood, whose death occurred on the 23d of, Eleventh Month last, 
after a short confinement (his health having been failing for a much 
longer period), we feel that we have indeed sustained a great loss. He 
had been a member of the Committee for something over six years, and, 
when his health permitted, was prompt in attendance at our meetings, 
active in the discharge of all the duties incumbent upon him, and thor- 
oughly interested in everything which tended to promote the usefulness 
and efficiency of the school. As one of the auditors of the school ac- 
counts for a series of years, his services were highly appreciated; he is 


gone, and the place on this Board which has known him so long and so 
agreeably, will know him no more forever, yet his memory and the recol- 
lections of the very acceptable services rendered by him while with us 
will be long and gratefully cherished by his associates of the Committee.

REPORT OF THE BOARDING SCHOOL COMMITTER. 


During the year 14 boys and 9 girls have been admitted as day scholars, 
and, as far as we have learned, the privilege has been appreciated, with 
good results to those who have been admitted and to the School. 


By reference to the new catalogue, it will be seen that a change of 
the time of opening the School in Ninth Month, from the first Fourth- 
day to the second Fourth-day in the month has been established by direc- 
tion of the Committee. 


In Second Month the Committee on Sale of Land reported that 
they had made sale of a house and lot of land to the occupant, for 
whom it was built, at a satisfactory price; the Committee -was directed to 
place the net proceeds of the sale in the hands of the Treasurer of the 
School Fund, to be held by him, subject to the order of the Building 
Committee, which Committee is authorized to build additional houses. 
whenever in their discretion it is expedient to do so. 

In Eighth Month we were informed by our Principal that he had received 
from an esteemed friend of the School the sum of $500, with which to 
secure a bust of Elizabeth Fry, of the same quality as that of John Bright, 
and that further sums would come later to complete the work. 

At our meeting Third Month 3d, we were further informed that a 
pedestal of beautiful Tennessee marble, upon which to place the bust, had 
already arrived. It was confidently expected that the whole would have 
been complete by this time, the pedestal and bust occupying the corner of 
Alumni Hall opposite that of John Bright; but although, as we understand, 
finished, the bust has been detained in London, and is not expected to 
reach us until some time in Eighth Month next. By the time of the 
opening of the School in Ninth Month it will undoubtedly be arranged, 
and the unveiling made an occasion of much interest to all concerned. 

In fulfilment of the intimation in last year’s report, the School has, by 
a munificent gift from an honored member of the Committee, been made 
the recipient of an almost full length portrait of our beloved friend, John 
G. Whittier; at our meeting in the Eleventh Month the following minute, 
relating thereto, was entered upon our records: 

“The great historic event referred to in the communication from the 
Principal, that of placing in Alumni Hall, by Charles F. Coffin, an almost 
full length portrait of John G. Whittier, was one of much interest and 
gratification, as was evinced by the large gathering convened in the Hall in 
the forenoon of the day of its presentation (Tenth Month 24th) to listen to 
the fitting and eloquent address of Thomas Chase, LL.D., President of 
Haverford College, and again in the afternoon to hear the address of 
Augustine Jones, A.M., Principal of the School, on its reception, and also 
to the remarks of many of the friends of the Poet, and of the School; and 
further, to hear read many letters from friends who were unable to attend. 

We cordially tender to our friend and associate Charles F. Coffin, our 
high appreciation of, and our sincere thanks for, his rich gift to the 
School of this admirable portrait of our universally beloved and honored 
friend.”

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During the year a double cottage house has been built on the School 
premises, and is now occupied by satisfactory tenants. An additional 
lot of land has been sold, the proceeds from which have been paid to the 
Treasurer of the School Fund. 

In the Ninth Month last, the Committee authorized the introduction in- 
to the house of a system of electric clocks, by which a uniform standard 
of time might be established throughout the several departments, thus 
Systematizing to a very exact point the movements of the family and of 
the classes in their changes from one recitation room to another; there 
are two dials, and twelve bells, all indicating the same moment of time in 
as many rooms. The cost of this improvement has been $474, of which 
the sum of $300 was donated for the purpose by our Principal,. Augustine 
Jones. 

As was foreshadowed in our last report, the bust of Elizabeth Fry 
safely reached Providence in the Eighth Month last, the unveiling of it 
occurring on the 29th of Ninth Month. 

It may not be generally known that the means: for procuring and plac- 
ing in position this exceedingly beautiful work of art were donated by Ella 
J. Wheeler, of Boston, to whom the School was already indebted for the 
generous gift made by her in the year 1881, of the ‘‘ Elizabeth Fry Fund,” 
the income of which is, by the terms of the gift, to be forever appropri- 
ated for the education of ‘‘ children not in aftiuence.” 

The unveiling of the bust was an occasion of very great interest, as 
was indicated by the presence of the large company gathered in Alumni 
Hall on that beautiful afternoon, the most peculiar feature of it being 
that it was in every sense a ‘‘ woman’s celebration,” not a male voice be- 
ing heard in the hall during the entire services. To say that it was a 
success is superfluous. 

The bust stands on a beautifully wrought and highly polished pedestal 
of Tennessee marble, in the south-east corner of Alumni Hall, opposite 
that of John Bright, with the portrait of John G. Whittier between them. 

The following extract from the Minutes of the Committee, made at 
their Meeting in Ninth Month last, tells its own story: 

*“The Committee was informed that our Principal, Augustine Jones, 
was desirous of the privilege of suspending from the wall of Alumni 
Hall, a portrait of our late dear friend, Sybil Jones, a donation from him- 
self to the School. The privilege was freely accorded him, and the Clerk 
was directed to inform him thereof, and also to express to him our grati- 
tude for the gift, and our appreciation of his thoughtfulness and interest 
in the School in thus placing before us and our scholars the picture of 
one, who in her day filled a large place in our Society, and who was 
greatly beloved by all.” 

A very pleasing incident occurred at our Meeting in the Kighth Month 
last. A former pupil of the School, who received the benefit of the 
Charitable Fund from Ninth Month 1880 to Third Month 1881, offered to 
return to the Treasury of the School the amount thus granted her, as 
she says in the note making the offer, ‘‘not as adeed of charity, but 
simply a desire to owe no man anything.” By direction, a note expressing 
the pleasure and satisfaction of the Committee in the course proposed, 
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was sent to the person making the offer. The sum of $75.00 was subse- 
quently received by the Principal and paid over to the Treasurer of the 
School Fund. This is, as we believe, the first instance of the kind in the 
history of the School.

Stephen T. Olney, of Providence, by his last will, left a sum of money 
to institutions similar to Brown University. The Court limited the be- 
quest to Rhode Island, and decided further that Friends’ School at Prov- 
idence was an Institution similar to the University, and entitled to a share 
therein of the bequest unless the executors should deem the School too 
sectarian to receive the money. The executors, after a hearing on the 
question, decided to award to the School $438,000 of said money, to be 
paid over to the Yearly Mecting of Friends for New England, upon its re- 
ceipt and discharge duly authorized and executed. 

We have effected the sale of a lot of land of about 13,000 feet. 

We have to report the loss*)¥ death during the year of two of our mem- 
bers, Charles Taber, who died Eleventh Month 16th, 1887, and Sylvia G. 
Howland, who died Fourth Month 17th, 1888. Both of these dear friends 
were much interested in the School, and so long as health permitted were 
attentive to their duties. Their memory will be cherished by their asso- 
ciates. 

The larger price demanded for persons not Friends has been misunder- 
stood by the public to the great injury of the School. This difference is 
due to aid rendered to Friends’ children by two Funds. It is thought that 
the objection would be fully met by a clearer and more definite statement 
of the matter without any change whatever in the cost to Friends’ chil- 
dren, as follows: The Committee propose that the rates for admission: 
to the School per term for all who may be admitted be $150.00. Credit 
to members of New England Yearly Meeting from the Obadiah Brown 
Scholarship Fund of $75.00. Credit to a member of any other Yearly 
Meeting by Scholarship from the same Fund of $25.00. And a further 
credit to any member of New England Yearly Meeting, if selected by the 
Committee, from the Scholarship of the Charitable Fund of $75.00. Thus, 
Scholarships from both Funds to one person, $150.00. 

As these payments are really now made by these special Funds, it will 
at once remove a doubt, it is hoped, in the minds of those who pay the 
larger sums, when they see thus definitely the exact source which con- 
tributes to the Friend’s child, to which they have no right. It is usual in 
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schools and colleges to connect scholarships directly with funds which 
produce them, in this manner. 

The rates are payable one-half at the commencement of the year and 
one-half at the opening after recess. -An additional charge to be made 
for one year’s instruction in Greek, Latin, French or German, $10.00; for 
one year’s instruction in pencil drawing, $15.00; for one year’s instruc- 
tion in mechanical and crayon drawing and painting, $30.00. 

Again we commend the Institution with all its varied interests to the 
care of our Heavenly Father and to the kind consideration of the Yearly 
Meeting.

The School Committee, in presenting its Seventieth Annual Report, 
has the satisfaction of informing the Meeting, that through the entire 
year the health of the School has been excellent, with few exceptions.

The most important improvement made at the School for many years, 
has been the change in the roof of the centre building, and in the roofs of 
the two original wings. 

This extensive work has been under consideration for a long time, and 
it was believed, could not longer be delayed, without permanent injury to 
the buildings. 


REPORT OF THE BOARDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


A large number of much needed and highly valuable rooms has been 
obtained by the alterations, some of which will be particularly useful in 
sickness. A fine gymnasium for the girls, which was also very much 
needed, has been secured. 

The small and decreasing number of children of Friends in the Yearly 
Meeting, the vigorous competition resulting from improved schools every- 
where, and the establishment of high schools in many of our larger cities, 
which have a tendency in the minds of parents to keep their children under 
the home influence, many of whom might under other circumstances send 
them to this School for education, may account in degree for the ap- 
parently small number attending our School for the past few years. 

The department of ‘‘ Carpentry and Wood Carving ” which has been car- 
ried on for several years, has proved very successful, some of the articles 
made even by the younger pupils, reflecting credit on both teacher and 
scholar. 

During the past year the attention of the public has been increasingly 
drawn toward this branch of our work, many persons, some of them 
ladies from the city of Providence, having joined the classes. Applica- 
tions for admission to this department are largely beyond our ability to 
accommodate. 

Quite recently we have effected the sale of two more lots of land. 

The accompanying Minutes, prepared by direction of the Committee, 
are referred to the Yearly Meeting for its approval. 

The Committee propose that the rates for admission to the School, per 
term, for all who may be admitted, be $150.00. Credit to members of 
New England Meeting from the Obadiah Brown Scholarship Fund of 
$75.00. Credit to a member of any other Yearly Meeting by Scholarship 
from the same Fund of $25.00. Anda further credit to any member of 
New England Yearly Meeting, if selected by the Committee, from the 
Scholarship of the Charitable Fund of $75.00. 

The rates are payable, one-half at the commencement of the year, and 
one-half at the opening after recess. An additional charge to be made 
for one year’s instruction in Greek, Latin, French or German, of $10.00; 
for one year’s instruction in Pencil Drawing $15.00; for one year’s in- 
struction in Mechanical and Crayon Drawing and Painting $30.00. 

It is understood that hereafter no deduction from the rates of payment 
shall be made, except when occasioned by prolonged sickness, and then a 
reduction of one-half may be made for the balance of the term, or period 
of absence. 

With renewed thankfulness to our Heavenly Father for mercies past 
and present, and with a heartfelt invocation that He will be pleased to 
continue over us His loving care and protection, we conclude.

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REPORT OF PROVIDENCE SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


To THE YEARLY MEETING: 


In presenting this, the Seventy-fifth Annual Report of the Boarding 
Schoel at Providence, the Committee in charge have the satisfaction of 
reiterating the statement of former years, that the School, with its varied 
interests, has received their careful and prayerful attention, and that it 
has maintained, as previously, a high standard of efficiency and of moral 
and intellectual culture, so that the Committee can confidently assert that 
the present year has been a very successful one at the School. 

With some slight exception, and the death of one of the scholars, the 
health of the School has been excellent. The Principal, in his communi- 
cation to the Committee in the Fourth Month stated, that ‘‘ One of the 
students, Geerge Sawyer, of Weare, N. H., departed this life, Second 
Month 19th, 1894, at the age of 16 years, 5 months and 24 days. He bore 
an excellent character while with us, and his departure left a deep and 
lasting impression on the entire family. He gave abundant evidence that 
the change was expected by him, and that ‘ The peace of God which pass- 
eth all understanding, was given to him. He seemed fully prepared for 
the event which awaited him, stayed by an unfaltering trust.” 

It becomes at this time our sad duty to record the recent death of our 
honored and beloved associate, Sarah F. Tobey. Her name first appeared 
as a member of the School Committee in 1838, and her long term of service 
expired only with her life, and was rendered invaluable by the exercise 
of a most excellent judgment, an unusual executive ability, and a sweet 
and calming influence which pervaded her intercourse with every depart- 
ment of the Institution, whose interests she had so much at heart, and 
whose prosperity she labored to promote. Of her it may well be said, 
** She opened her mouth with wisdom, and in her tongue was the law of 
kindness. She stretched out her hand to the poor, yea, she reached forth 
her hands to the needy. Give her the fruit of her hands, and let her own 
works praise her in the gates.” In the full possession of her bodily and 
mental faculties, she met the pale messenger, serenely passed away 
beyond the earthly vision of her loving family and friends, into the arms 
of the Savior, in whom was all her trust, to join, we reverently believe, 
the hosts of the ransomed and redeemed in Heaven. 

‘* The blessing of her quiet life 
Fell on us like the dew; 
And good thoughts where her footsteps pressed 
Like fairy blossoms grew. 
Still let her mild rebuking stand 
Between us and the wrong; 


And her dear memory serve to make

in the old lecture room in the basement, a fine Chemical Laboratory, with 
the most approved modern equipment, a very important need of the 
school; it has also secured ten new lodging rooms; given to us the first 
story of the building for Natural Science, and thus furnishing new class 
room, which has been much needed for many years.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE IN CHARGE OF OAK GROVE 
SEMINARY- AND BAILEY INSTITUTE. 


In reviewing the work of the past school year, we thankfully acknowl- 
edge the goodness and loving kindness of Him through whose blessing 
upon human arrangements and labor, the best results can alone be real- 
ized. Truly the guiding hand of our Lord has been manifested in direct- 
ing the affairs of Oak Grove School and for what has been accomplished 
we give Him thanks. 

The new principal, Henry H. Goddard, who entered upon his duties 
with the beginning of the school year, has proved himself well qualified 
for the position and has discharged his varied duties, including that of 
religious instructor, to the entire satisfaction of the Committee. The dif- 
ferent departments of school work have been in the charge of efficient 
teachers who have faithfully performed the duties entrusted to them. 

The attendance has been larger than in previous years, numbering one 
hundred and thirty-six. The health of the family has been excellent, no 
case of severe illness having occurred either among the boarders or day 
scholars. The graduating class numbered twelve, all but one of whom 
were reported as active Christians. The public interest in the school and 
its popularity were clearly indicated by the crowd of visitors who came 
to listen to the graduating exercises. Hundreds were present and the 
appearance of the teams on the meeting house premises and in the grove 
adjoining, was a forcible reminder of the old fashioned Friends’ Quarterly 
Meeting. 

The essays of the graduating class were both in thought and delivery 
highly creditable. It was pleusant to think of the influence for good 
likely to be exerted by this class of intelligent young Christians as they go 
out into the world to fill the positions in life for which their literary and 
religious training in this school have fitted them. 

Among the improvements of the past year may be mentioned a new 
cistern with a capacity of one hundred and fifty hogsheads, — a much 
needed addition to the water supply. We have also thankfully to 
acknowledge the gift of a fine large Seminary bell, presented to the 
school by our dear friend Elenora Bailey Woodman. 

Since the re-establishment of Oak Grove School the religious training
